In the course of its career 
the Salvation Army at this institution 
has sheltered and cared for approxi- 
mately 4000 unfortunates. The imme- 
diate relief afforded, though patho- 
logically beyond compute, is not its nob- 
lest one. The records of the Salvation 
Army for the United States, kept for 
over thirty years, show that 85 per cent 
of the girls passing through these homes 
are permanently reclaimed. What more 
incontestable proof that the army lives 
up to its name? 

But with the lapse of time the old Los 
Angeles building has fallen into decay. 
Last November it was condemned as un- 
safe by the city officials. A new struc- 
ture is imperative that the work of re- 
demption may go on. Otherwise this 
year 120 young girls in the bitterest of 
any human crisis will be homeless. 

Under these circumstances the Salva- 
tion Army has to appeal to public gene- 
rosity to come to the rescue of those who 
are going to the rescue of our pitiful 
waifs and strays, in many cases more 
sinned against than sinning.” The Com- 
munity Chest, recognizing the urgency, 
has approved and indorsed a campaign 
to raise a rebuilding fund of $150,000 for 
this noble Christian object. 

Economy in getting the greatest good 
for the greatest number from every 
penny subscribed has been the watch- 
word in all its good offices of the Salva- 
tion Army. One instance might well be 
mentioned here. The head of the Los 
Angeles Rescue. Home—a trained nurse 
and highly educated manager able at
